Robbers and pirates are executed publicly
and frequentiy and the people are cowed
and afraid to disturh the peace,

It was strongly rumored in service aml
parlamentary elubs teday that the British
Bovernment was preparing to send 100,000

an troops to China in the autumn. A
fureign offfce official s0id to a representa-
tive of the Assoclated Press that no such
number of men could possihly be spared
frem India, nor was it possible for Great
Britain to add to her present responsibili-
tics by sending out such a force.

“Wherever secured, however,” he added,

BOMBARDMENT AT TIEN TSIN.

Boxers Hept Up Constant Fire From
Jualy 6 to H.

BERLIN, July 1L.—The German consul at
Tien Tsin cables that the forelgn settle-
menta were continually bembarded by the
Chinese from July 3 to July 8 On July 6,
2,000 Boxers attacked the French settlement
and were routed by the Russlans.  The
British and Japanese forces, July 7, bom-
barded the Chinese batteries. Toward
evening Chinese shells penetrated the roof
of the German consulate and caused an
outbreak of fire, which was extinguished
after slight damage had been done.  On
July 6 the Peiplng salled for Taku with the
German  wounded.  River communication
between Tien Tsin and Taku has been safe
sinee the Chinese fort midway between the
two towns was captured.

The rallroad from Tong-ku has been re-
palred to within three miles of Tien Tsin,

Nearly all the familles of forcignera left
Tien T=in for Taku July 4.

News From China Heard In Paris.

PARIS, July 11.—At a ecablnet counci] to-
day the minister of forelgn affalrs, M, Del-
cusse, read a telegram from Tokio confirm-
Ing the news that Japan will send imme-
Clately to Taku a complete division of 19,000
men.

A dispateh from Chefoo, dated July 7,
says the orphanage at Shan Tung has been
pillaged.

The Chinese minister here Informed M.
Diicasse today that Li Hung Chang hal
cabled him from Canton, under yesterday's
date, sayving that he had just received a
telegram from Pekin asserting that the sol-
diers and the rebels who surrounded the
legutions had gradually dispersed.

To Succeed Von Hetteler.

BERLIN, July 11.—Dr. Mumm von
Schwarzensteln, the envoy extraordinary of
Germany to the Grand Duchy of Luxem-
burg, has heen appointed German minister
to China, in successlon to the late HBaron
von Ketteler. He starts for the far east
ir a Tew days accompanied by Baron von
der Goltz. *

ALLIES WERE HARD PRESSED.

Storm Saved Them From Annihilation
by the Chinese.

LONDON, Ju'y 11.—"No authentic news
from Pekin' s s#ll the burden of the dls-
patches from the far east, and although the
disposition {2 to belleve the optimistic re-
ports from Chinese sources, no real confl-
dence 1s possible until the legations, if they
are still In existence, are permitted to com-
municate with their governments, 1f, as
alleged, the Boxer movement 18 losing
ground in Pekin, it might have been sup-
posed that the Boxers wou'd have endeav-
ored to send up reinforcements from Tien
T=in: but instead of that they are gtill in
great force In the nelghborhood of the lat-
ter place, and are assisted by the impertal
Chinese troops, with ample eflicient artil-
lery.

According to a speclal Chefoo dispatch
the fighting around Tien Tein on the 3d and
4th was the peverest yet experienced. The
British losses alone were thirty killed or
wounded. The Chinese had 76,000 men at-
tacking simu'taneously from the west,
north and east, and made excellent prac-
tice with over one hundred guns. The de-
fenders numbered 14,000, with scant sup-
plles, and it was only the presence of the
newly arrived Japanese and Russian guns
that prevented a disaster. Ome Russlan
compuny of infantry, numbering 120 men,
had 115 killed or wounded. The German
contingent also suffered heavily. By the
evening of the 4th the situation wus very

eritical. The allies narrowly escaped total
defeat.  Providentlally, when things were
at thelr worst, a torrential rainfall com-

pelled the Chinese to retire.

On July 6, the rain having abated, the
Chinese renewed the attack, opening fire
on Tien Tsin with two batteries of four-
inch guns, but the alles, alded by two of
her majesty's ship Terrible's 4.7 guns, suc-
cecded in silencing the Chinese artlllery
after elght hours' fightlng,

At Shanghal it seems now to be the gen-
eral belief that the date of the dispatch
of July 3, asserting that two legations
were still standing, was an error, elther
accidental or Intentional, The courlers
must have 'eft Pekin at least five days
earlier, making the real date of the mes-
sage June 28, while the alleged massacres
ure said to have ocdcurred on June 0.
Until this point can be cleared up the
greatest anxiety will be felt as to the fate
of the Europeans.

Empress and Prince at War.
According to the Shanghal correspondent
of the Express, It Is war to the knife he-
tween the dowager empress and Prince
Tuan. In a recent edict, the latter boldly
discarda his mask, ond signs himself as
emperor. He warmly commends the prow-

ess of “his fakhful Boxers,” and in flowery
lenguage appeals to thelr cupidity and fa-
raticism. In the same decree Prince Tuan

appoints Prince Tzuan, the *“iron-capped,'

Prince T=alshan, his impériai clansman, and
Kung Yl to command the three chief wings
of the Boxer army.

Three hundred European refugees from
Tien T=in have arrived at Shanghal In n
state of destitutlon, after horrible suffer-
Ing. 1

The Chinese version of the origin of the
outbreak, as puhblished in Shanghal, i
tlat Haron von Ketteler was hated by the
Prkinese, who, taking advantage of the
disturbed condition of affairs, shot him
cut of revenge, thereby causing a confliet
between the Chinese troops and the Ger-
mans, the latter of whom destroyed the
tsung I yamen. The Infuriated soldlers

The train constfted of two sleepers,
two day coaches and three baggage cars,
and left Washington at 1130 o'clock last
night.

While going at & good rate of
spead It ran into an opén switch at Foleom,
The engine was overtirned and the three
baggage cars were d@erailed, but no one
wae Injured.

An examination of the switch by the rall-
road men diselosed the fact that the switch
had been tampered with, far the apparent
purpose of wrecking a (raln. Whether it
was done with the ftentlon of wrecking
the express bearing the currency could only
be conjectured. Jt s belleved, .aowever,
by many in the viclnity that # was the
work of small boys, The rallroad officlals
have placed deteetlwes on' the case and
have offered a rewapd of 8500 for the arrest
and eonviction of those tampering with Lhe
switeh, It required conslderable time to
get the derailed card-back on the tracks
and there was a ‘consequent delay in the
running of other trains,

IMPERIALISM ISSUE

Doesn’t See How Bryan Can Make
It Paramount.

MR. LOUDENSLAGER TALKS

The Philippine Question Discussed
at Some Length.

TO 1 RATIO

“I do not see how Mr. Bryan will he sue-
cessful In making so-called ‘imperialism’
the parsmount Issue of the campaign,™
sa d Ilepresentative Loudenslager of New
Jersey to a Star reporter today. Mr. Lowd-
en=iager I8 a member of the executive com-
mittee of the republican congressional cam-
paign committee, and is in charge of the
eastern headguarters of the committee, lo-
cated In this clty.

“The republican party has not declared
for imperialism and is not pursuing an im-
periallstic course. The democrats have set
up & straw man in this instance, just to
have the sport of knocking him down again.

“But the democrats have declared for
free silver In their platform, definitely and
specifically, and it is a matter of record.

One thing Is certain, however they may
try to wriggle away from it, the republi-
cans will hold them up to it. There will be
no opportunities lost to point out to the
country, and to Keep pointing out, that the
demacratic party is the party of free amd
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of
165 to 1, iIrrespective of the action of any
ather natlons of the globe.

"Of course, the democrats will put forth
lols of misrepresentations of the course of
the administration in  dealing with the
Philippine situation. We expect that, and
will have to put up with it, meeting the
misrepresentations as best we may.

The Philippine Question.

“l honestly belleva that If men would sit
down and consider this Philippine case
apart from their polltical prejudices; if
they would get away from thelr politics, go
over the situation from the day that the
battle of Manila bay was fought, and then
ask themselvez what they would have done
In the premiges, 80 per cent of them would
admit that the President and the republi-
can administratlon have been right.

“Now, take Mr. Bryan's attitude toward
the Philippine situation; reason it out, and
see where he really Is weak. Mr. Bryan
supported the course of this government
in the Spanish war. He stood with the
leaders of his party In Congress in sup-
piorung the government at that eritical
time.

“When hestilitles broke out Mr, Bryan,
to further accentuate his adherence to the
attitude of his government as put into exe-
cution by the republican Congress and ad-
ministration, enlsted in the army. and he
stcod for whatever the flug and the nation
stood for.

“When Spain was whipped and the treaty
of Parls was under eonsiderntion Mr. Bryan
did everything in hls power to have It con-
firmed. He not only wrote to the leaders
of hi= party In Congress to vote for con-
firmation, but, if my memory serves me.
came on to Washington to make a personal
appeal in behalf of the treaty. Thus we
have Mr. Bryan identified in an ageressive
manner with every phase of the war and
standing with his country.

“Then the war ends; the Philippine eriala
comes upon us suddenly and as a direct
outcome of the war with Spaln, which M
Bryan had alded in waging In every way
pessible. Mr. Bryvan kicks over the traces
and takes oppositlon to the only course left
for this government to pursue In the cir-
cumstances. He wants the Fillpinos treat-
el like the Cubans, he says.

“Well, If we can ever succeed in getting
the Filipinos out of the rifle pits, induce
them to stop shooting us and others wham
they have no caunse to shoot amd zZet them
in a positlon where we can talk business
with them, we may be able to come to
some kind of agreement which would be
satisfactory to all parties concerned.

Ao Better Terms From Hryan.

“I have no confidenee in the democratie
party and Mr. Bryan being able to give
the ilipinos any better terms than the
republican party can offer them and which
would be acceptable to the people of the
United States. It 15 not the nature of the
Americans when in a fight to make con-
cessions to the enemy until either the foe
or themselves have whipped.

“So, when the Thoughtful people come to
analyze the situation, T think it will be
difficult to Induce them to belleve that the
republican party Is making for imperialism
or that the republic is on the verge of be-
coming the empire. Our folks are pretty
level headed, take them by and large.
They will reason these things out after
their own fashion, and It won't be after the
fushlion of the declaratlons of the Kansas
City platform, elther, when the result be-
comes manifest.”

At this point the conversation drifted to
the Chinese situation and the part which
the United States government is taking
in China.

“That clrcular letter tssued to our con-
suls and communicated to the powers,”
sald Mr. Loudenslager, “was a great docu-
ment, in my oplnion. Followed as it was
by the dispatch of reinforcements of troops
to China to back up our declaration of
policy for the orient, 1t will receive com-
mendation of the American people.

“Why, if the President had done less
than he has in this matter he would be
universally condemmned. As It fs, I be-
lieve that every Amerlean will feel grati-
fled at this exhibition of a firm foreign
policy. You know, the Americans have
always liked a good strong foreign policy.
Call it Jingolsm, if you may, but there
has never been a time when you could not
get approval of any attitude upon the part
of this government which seemed to prom-
ise protection to American Interests and
Americgn llves in foreign lands.

Merchants Will Feel Safe.

“It is all the more necessary now that we
are having a prospect of great trade expan-
gion. Our merchants will feel safe in in-
vesting thelr lives and properties in forelgn
climesa {f they know that the United Btatss
13 back of them with a watchful adminis-
tration, jealous of their rights and with the
ships, men and determination to enforce
those rights against all comers.

“The position which the United States is
taking toward China, in my opinion, is full
of promise for American commerce and in-
vestment, and glves assurance of the pro-
tection of the government to the venturss
o0 our citlgens in distant ellmes.
